Lord Lansdowne was glad to say that 


he had, heard: from the British ambassa- 
dor at St Petersburg tbat the Russian 
foreign minister, Count Lamsdorff, had 
proposed that they should agree to re- 
serve all questions of title and pro- 
prietary rights for the examination of 
the two governments, and that in the 
meanwhile orders he forthwith sent for i 
tlie withdrawal of both sides from the 
disputed place. 


Lord Lansdowne added that since the 


receipt of Count Lamsdorff's proposal 
the government had ordered the with- 
drawal of the troops to the satisfaction 
of Field Marshal v"on Waldersee, so that 
there might be no rootn for a renewed 
misunderstanding. - 


His lordship expressed a hope that 


the result of the negotiations showed

moned Coroner Snell of Waterville, and 
that official arrived on the 5 o'clock 
train.

drenching rain, was taken and ihe party 
arrived at Ihe farm 
home of .lacob 


Dearborn Marr. 
Here a horrible sight 


met the eyes of the visitors. 
Stretched 


upon the floor of the kitchen, with a 
broad stream of coagulated blood be- 
side her, lay the lifeless body of Ali"e 
M. Marr, aged 13 years. 
Upstairs in 


the hall lay the body of Elwin, 9 years 
old, while iu a sleeping apartment on 
the same floor was the dead body of 
Helen, 7 years old. 
Shortly after din- 


ner yesterday, Dearborn Marr, as he 
is called, went to the woodshed and se- 
cured an axe. 
With this weapon he 


stepped into the kitchea, and without 
word or warning deliberately 
struck 


fpie oldest girl on the top of the head, 
feiling her to the floor. The skull was 
crushed", and the child died within 20 
minutes. 
Then Marr went to the sec- 


ond floor, where the two other chil- 
dren were playing. Sounds which came 
from the upper floor were such as led 
Mrs. Marr, who was in the sitting room, 
to believe that her husband was mur- 
dering his children. 
Tae wife and 


mother ran rapidly to the home of her 
husband's father, Samuel Marr, and 
told him that Dearborn was killing the 
children. 
Frantic at the thought of 


such a crime, the elder Marr, a man of 
80 years, ran to the house of his son, 
a few rods away. 
When the elder 


Marr stepped krto the kitchen he saw 
his son at the sink washing his hands 
and face. 
->On the floor the body of 


Alice lay, aud th& grandfather, bend- 
Ing over her, saw that life was nearly 
gone, and that nothing could be dono 
to save her. 
Putting the question to 


his son, the old man asked: 
"My God, 


Dearborn, what have you done?" 
"I 


don't know" was the answer, and to i 
that the murderer father has stuck. 


Neighbors were summoned, and & 


watch was kept on Marr, who had gone 
to the sitting room and remained there 
through all the excitement • of the af- 
ternoon. 
When Coroner Snell entered 


the house, Marr was still in the sitting 
room. The coroner was assisted in the 
examination of the bodies by two as- 
e is taut s. 


Satisfying himself that the crime had 


been, committed by the father, Coroner 
Sacll ordered Marr's arrest. The neigh- 
bors of the family speak in the very 
highest terms of Marr, as au industrious 
and quiet citizen. 
It was the very em- 


phatic expression of opinion of every 
one about the house that Marr omst cer- 
tainly be iusane. 
The wife and mother 


remained at the home of the senior 
Marr all the afternoon, and for tho 
greater part of the time was in a hys- 
teiical condition. 
She ccmld say little 


about the affair other than that she 
had felt the horrible crime was to be 
committed. 
She did say that she and 


her husband had never had any trou- 
ble, and that he was very fond of the 
children. 
Her husband had been very 


despondent at times during the winter 
and she believed that he thought the-' 
family was Hearing poverty. Marr has 
a good farm and has a srnrtll hank ac- 
count. 
There appeared not to be the 


slightest feeling against Marr by his 
neighbors. 


But GEe Wow had been sufficient to 


do the work, the axa had sunk through 
the scalp^ind skull of the little ones 
When the officers and the prisoner ar- 
rived at the \ illage^ the story of the hor- 
rible affair had spread to a greater por- 
tion of the town, and a great crowd 
gathered.

and an examination showed him that it 
was barricaded. 
He ;narte a noise, but 


was unable to raise anyone about the 
premises. He then looked in a window 
and noticed blood on the floor, while 
Mrs. Naramore was lying oa a bed. He 
was somewhat surprised also in the 
absence of the children, whom he was 
accustomed to see playing in or about 
the house, and the circumstances made 
him suspicious that something wrong 
had happened. 
He, thereupon, re- 


turned to the village and told of what 
he had seen and what he had suspected. 
A party was made up, and a hasty visit 
was made to the Xaramore house. An 
entrance was made without delay, and 
the mutilated bodies of the six children 
in two beds found. 
Mrs. Naramore 


was alive, but was very weak from loss 
of blood. 
She was stretched across 


the bed, on which were four bodies. 
Medical Examinee Walcott of Barre 
was summoned, aud took charge of the 
.bodies, while-physicians attended to the 
wound of Mrs. Naramore. 
She was re- 


moved to the village hotel, where an at- 
tempt is being made to save her life. 
At a late hour last night the attending 
physicians were confident that she 
would survive. 


At the time .the party of villagers 


found Mrs. Navamore she was asked 
bow jslie did the deed, and she said that 
she took, the lives in four different 
rooms, and as fast as she killed one 
child the body was placed in a bed. 


When Mr. Naramore reached the 


house he was prostrated with grief in 
the loss of his family. 


The children were three boys and 


three girls, Ethel, 10 years of age, being 
the oldest, while the ages of Walter, 
Charlie, 
Chester, Bessie and Lena 


ranged from S y,e.ars to 10 mouths, Lena 
being the Babr^ "Mrs. Naramore told 
her most intimate friends that she first 
killed Ethel, and then followed with 
the five others, each time taking the eld- 
est. 
Five werp kilted by being struck 


on the head with the back of an axe, 
whiletLena was killed with a club. She 
says she fully expected the gash In her 
throat would cause her death, and that 
when her husband returned at night he 
would find all of the bodies in the two 
beds. 
She appeared rational last eve 


ning, and displayed signs of sorrow for 
the deed she had committed, although 
she is unable to give any reason why 
she killed the children. 


Bach of tbe -children had evidently 


received several blows, «s their heads 
were terribly bruised, and blood was 
scattered in *ll directions about the 
rooms. 
The two beds were saturated 


with blood from the wounds on the six 
children, and the seW-inflicted gash in 
Mrs. 
Naramore's neck. 
She had evi- 


dently made preparations for the deed, 
ns all the doors were locked and barred 
with sticks of wood. 


When the men first reached the house 


Mrs. Xaramore presented all appear- 
ances of bring dead, but she was soon 
revived. She has not been sick of late, 
and while her husband now remembers 
that she has not acted just rlsht dur- 
ing the past few days, ho did not enter- 
tain any suspicious that she would do 
any harm. 
Mr. and Mrs. Naramore 


, have been well and favorable known by 


[ the residents of Oakham and Barre, and 


their six children have been admired by 
everyone. 


At about 0 o'clock last night Mrs. 


Narramore 
experienced 
a sudden 


change for the worse, and it is believed 
she will not live. 
At a later hour she 


was just alive, and no hopes were enter- 
tained for her recovery. 
Two lady 


friends and a physician have benn in at- 
tendance since she was brought to the 
village hotel. 


The affair is tlie most horrible in the 


history of tho town, and sympathy is 
everywhere manifest for the almost 
heart-broken husband and father, while 
the woman is also pitied.

Claim Right to Protect Her 


Border, to Con*trnct UuHw»yi» and 
Maintain Her Interests In MiMicbu- 
rla. 
The Russian embassador, Count Cas- I 


sini, was recently interviewed concern- | 
ing the reiterated reports as to Russia's 
designs on Manchuria. Count Cassini 
said he was not authorized to make 
any official declaration on the part of 
his government, but in view of the con- 
stant reports he consented to state his 
individual views, based ou tils long 
service in China and his familiarity 
with the general policy Russia has 
consistently maintained toward China. 


The embassador iirst called attention 


to the Chinese invasion of Russian ter- 
ritory last summer. There is a great 
stretch of border between the two em- 
pires, about 8,000 kilometers in length, 
and over the Mauchurian border the | 
Chinese forces, he said, poured, com- i 
inirting depredations and threatening 
Russian interests. This invasion was 
of such a character, the embassador 
said, that Russia would have been jus- 
tified then and there in declaring, war 
against China and taking Manchuria. { 


Such a course would havo been justi- 


fied by every principle of international 
law, and tho right of Russia in this re- 
spect could not have been doubted by 
any other nation. Count Cassini add- 
ed that if Russia had been disposed to 
exercise this undoubted right she had 
the military force on the ground today 
to execute it. But Russia did not at 
that time take Manchuria in, and in 
that very fact, the embassador said, 
i 


was the best answer to the present re- 
portu of Russia's purpose to absorb 
Manchuria. If she had not chosen to 
take Manchuria when the opportunity 
•was open and ;lear, why should there 
be any step in that direction now? 


The embassador said that frequent 


reference was being made in foreign 
publications and iu this country to the 
presence of Russian troops in Manchu- 
ria, and writers expressed some sur- 
prise at their presence there. "Why are 
the Russian troops in. Manchuria?" was 
frequently asked. In reply the ejnbas- 
sador asked, "Why are German troops, 
British troops, American troops and 
other troops in Peking?" There seem- 
ed to he no surprise about this latter 
condition, and yet it was exactly paral- 
lel to the prestnee of Russian troops in 
Manchuria. 


In ea;h coc& depredations were being 


committed, foreign interests were in 
jeopardy, and each nation sent its troops 
to give due protection to the lives and 
property of its people and to prevent 
the recurrence of disorder. 


In Manchuria tha Russian civil en- 


gineers at one time iad been driven 
away from work along the Transsibe- 
rian railway, with its •••nirs southward 
to Port Arthur and eastward to Vladi- 
vostok. It was necessary to ;give ad- 
equate nroterticn to these engineers 
and to the railway as well. 
Count 


Cassini pointed1 out the extent of this 
great enterpilse, with its benefits of 
traffic not only to Russia, but to the 
world at large, and the prospect of its 
completion within the nest 14 months. 
He said that there was not the slight 
est question as to the right of Russia 
to construct the line across Chinese ter- 
ritory, and with this authority came 
the necessity of protecting the line and 
tile interests connected with it. 


Inquiry was made of Count Cassini 


as to the specific report that an agree- 
ment containing a number of articles 
was' about to be concluded between 
Russia and China. 


The embassador suggested that such 


reports must be taken with a great 
deal of allowance, particularly if they 
emanated from Shanghai, which, ac- 
cording to his own experience, he said, 
was a point whence fabrications were 
sent out. He was not advised on such 
agreement, and in the absence of such 
advice he did not, he said, feel at lib- 
•erty to discuss the subject. 
But on 


general principles he pointed out that 
any agreement or understanding which 
Russia might make with China would 
involve two essential features—name- 
ly, lirst, adequate protection for Rus- 
sian interests in Manchuria in order 
that there might be no repetition, of dis- 
order and danger to life and property, 
and, 
second, the maintenance of Chi- 


na's territorial integrity. 


As far back as Aug. 25 Count Cassini 


pointed out that the Russian minister 
of foreign affairs in a formal note had 
announced clearly and distinctly the 
policy of Russia in regard to Manchu- 
ria. In accordance with that declara- 
tion it could not be doubted that when 
order had been, established in Manchu- 
ria and measures taken for the protec- 
tion of railway construction Russia 
would recall her troops frora Manchu- 
ria, provided the action of other pow- 
ers did not place an obstacle in the way 
of suf>h a measure. The embassador 
remarked that there was really no oc- 
casion for renewing attention to this 
note of Aug. 23 any more than there 
was need of reiterating the declaration 
of other notes exchanged at that time. 
Bur. 
in the view of the ombassador, 


that note made It clear that whatever 
might be the- understanding as to Man- 
churia that territory would remain a 
part of China, the Russian troops being 
withdrawn as soon as this could be 
done with assurance that order would 
be maintained, unless now conditions 
are brought about by tbe action of oth- 
er powci s.

Whatever else has been accomplished 


in Cuba there is no disputing that the 
sanitary conditions ha,ve been wonder- 
fully improved. In almost every large 
city ton the island, the death rate has 
dropped so fast that it is now often be- 
low the level of the cities in our own 
country. In Havana, the change has 
been almost magical." From being a 
pest-hole, as it was- during the last 
years of Spanish control, it has become 
a very healthy city, much more so, in 
fact, than the majority of tour own 
southern cities.

Ordii arily the dead of 
Siaia arc buried at a ghat, common to all 
who cannot afford the considerable ex- 
pense of a private conflagration, and when 
the wood of th« funeral pyre has been con- 
sumed the body Js well roasted and the at- 
tendant vultures are given a chance to 
clean tho bones. Those who can afford it 
build the funeral pyro within their pri- 
vate walls, where festivities are held dur- 
ing the burning and i vitationa issiied to 
friends thafc they come and behold the 
honor pa.i their dead. The bodies of those 
intended lor private cremation are em- 
balmed and usually kept for some time— 
o'ton many months. 


One Siamese gentleman, when Inviting 


me to the proposed creiration of his broth- 
er, informed me that the distinguished 
deceased had been awaiting combustion 
for a year. The extent and character of 
the festivities on such an occasion depend 
entirely on the length of purse of the de- 
ceased's remaining relatives.

ness the simple ceremony of the yellow 
robed priests of Buddha. Subsequently 
tho nearest male relative fires the pyre,

Westminster'* Lucky Stone. 


A good deal has been heard of tho 


"Lia Fail," or stone of destiny, which 
Is placed under the seat of the corona- 
tion chair in Westminster abbey, but 
few people realize the extreme'antiqui- 
ty of this uninteresting looking, rough, 
gray bloclc. It was brought to Ireland 
about 1200 B. C. by the Tuatha-de-Da- 
naans, a mysterious eastern race who 
conquered Ireland at that period. No 
one is quite clear as to their identity, 
but many savants suppose them to 
have been Chaldeans, Persians or Phoe- 
nicians. 
Those racea wisre certainly 


highly civilized, even so long ago as 
the date mentioned. They attached the 
greatest possible value to the stone and 
used to crown all their inonarcns on it.

qceens regnant who sat upon tlie stone 
of destiny rejoiced in the curious name 
of Fodhla, Bamba and Eire, the last a 
name that is creeping into use again of 
late after long eclipse. la the sixth 
century Fergus, king of Scots, an Irish- 
man by descent, borrowed the stone for 
his coronation at Scone and "froze on 
to it" when he Lad it. It never went 
back to Ireland, and mar"" historians 
Sate the commencement of the distress- 
ful country's woes from that loss. Ed- 
ward I of England carried off the stone 
from Scone aud placed it in Westmin- 
ster abbey, where it still remains.—

Water in Notch Reservoir 


Takes a Sudden Rise 


Over Night 


10Y SWEPT INTO FLOOD 


Thrilling Rescue Near Beaver Bridge 


Yesterday Afternoon. Storm Will 


Cost City Nearly $1000. 60 


Signal Lanterns Ihed 


Last Ntght 


Wednesday evening the water in the 


Notch reservoir stood at the 2T foot 
mark. This morning it registered 41 
feet. A jump of 14 feet in a day an<l a 
half -wus the record rr-2.de as a result of 
the storm, a record which has not been 
equalled before m the history of the 
reservoir. 


All winter the water in. the reservoir 


has been low, and as a. rule it nils verj* 
dlov.iy. The officials, therefore, while 
they anticipated some increase as a re- 
sult of the storm, were not prepared 
for such au enormous jump. 


Water continued to now into the 


reservoir with unusual rapidity all day 
and at 3 o'clock this afternoon the 42 
foot mark had been reached. As the 
reservoir will hold only 43 feet, it is 
believed that before the effects of the 
storm are entirely over, the reservoir 
•svill be pretty nearly full. 
At Broad 


Brook the water was running three 
feet over the dam this morning. 


.This was about the only pleasant 


feature of the storra. the damage from 
which about the city was great. It is 
estimated that the repairs to streets, 
etc., \vill cost the city in the neighbor- 
hood of $1000, while there was con- 
siderable private loss from flooded cel- 
lars. 


The street department under Super- 


intendent Berry was on the jump all 
day yesterday and tod-ay. Last night 
there wejre 60 lanterns displayed at 
different points about the city as dan- 
ger signals, while tonight, Mr. Berry 
said, none will be necessary.

Man Iried to Swindle 
R. L. Fosburg 


A Hartford, Conn., dispatch, says: 
Robert S. Fosburg came here tonight 


with Detective Arthur Sherman 
of 


Central Fails, looking for "Dirty Dick" 
Quinn, a member of the wire gang, 
who is accused of complicity in the 
murder of Miss Fosburg by McCaugh- 
ey, one of the gang m prison at Crans- 
ton, R. I. 


Quinn has been working for the Ber- 


lin iron bridge company at East Ber- 
lin, but skipped when the officers look- 
ed for him. It was reported that he 
came here, and was in Hartford early 
this week. 


A New York dispatch says: 
Paul D. Hart, alias D:«vid C. Adams, 


who was arrested at the Waldorf As- 
toria on a charge of blackmail preferred 
by Edward Westcott, is an old offen- 
der, according to Captain Titus, chief 
of the detective bureau. 


One o£ the complainants against Hart 


is Robert L. Fosburg whose daughter 
was murdered, by masked burglars, as 
was said, at his home in Pittsfleld, 
Mass., last August. 


About a month ago, when the papers 


were full 
of Fosburg 
murder, 
Mr. 


Fosburg received a letter from Hart, 
•Sated at 247 Lehigh avenue, Allentowu, 
Penn., stating that he was a detective 
for the Lehigh Valley railroad com- 
pany and that in the course of busi- 
ness he had found the man who had 
murdered his daughter. 


He offered to iurnish the information 


to Mr. Posburg if he would send his 
railway faxe from Allenttnvn to Pitts- 
field. He referred Hart to a, reporter, 
ana. the latter visited Hart in Allen- 
town. He told the reporter that the 
man who murdered Miss Fosbur<=- was 
locked up at Hornellsville, N. Y., on a 
charge of grand larceny and that the 
man had confessed- to him that he had 
shot Miss Fosburg while he was com- 
mitting a burglary. 


Inquiry! at Hornellsville developed 


that no such person as heart described 
had been arrested there. Hart demand- 
ed ?500 for his "information" and in- 
sisted that it be paid in advance of 
any investigation. He came to New 
"Sork to collect the money but disap- 
peared suddenly when he learned that 
his story was being in\V»igated. 


Hart told a reporter that his home 


was in Worcster, and that his father 
had been a congressman. 


ADDRESS TO THIMBLE CLUB 


Or. Simpson on House and City Sewer 


Systems 


Dr. George F.' Simpson delivered a 


lecture to the n}einbejs Of the Thimble 
club aud of the other women's clubs 
of the city who. were invited by the 
Thimble club, in the parlors of the Con- 
gregational chuEeh yesterday afternoon. 
There was a good sized audience and 
the lecture, on "house drainage and the 
city's sewer system," was one of great 
practical value1 and'much interest. 


The greater part of the lecture was 


occupied by a.£eserft>tion of the drain- 
age system for a, model house, this 
being illustrated with charts. Reasons 
were given for the various demands 
made hi connection' with modern pluxnb 
ing and the tests used in determining 
the condition of Jh'ouse plumbing were 
described. 


In connection with the city's sewer 


system, Dr. Simpson 
described 
its 


growth and present condition and then 
spoke briefly of the difficulties that 
are to be encountered in the future. 
The chief of these is that the sewage 
will have to be removed from the river 
at some time, as has already been re- 
fered to by the state board of health. 
Dr. Simpson spoke of two ways in 
which the sewage could be disposed of, 
one being the use of settling basins, 
while the most practical method for a 
city of this size is the sewer farm. He 
described both of these methods briefly 


The address was one of the most in- 


structive that have been delivered in 
the city and the thanks of the 
club i 


were expressed to Dr. Simpson at its 
close. It included the substance of two 
lectures given by Dr. Simpson to the 
nurses at the hospital training school

STORM'S DAMAf 


"Water Forced Boston Finlshng Works 


to Shut Down. 


The storm of yesterday did much 


damage to the roads in town, as briefly 
mentioned in yesterday's TranscriDt, 
and a considerable amount of nfonev 
will be required to repair the wash- 
outs. The road through Riverside suf- 
fered from the water flowing from the 


- »Jde hill and near the saw mill a wash- 


out 15 feet wide and varying in deoth 
from one to two feet was made by the 
'water. Another similar washout was re 
pprted: at a point near Oak hill and a 
third near the Junction of the White 
Oaks hollow road and the Riverside 
road. The road from Berlin mountain 
was badly damaged, also. All of the 
Anther roads were more or less washed. 
The report circulated in the morning 
that the soi-th abutment of the station 
-bridge was giving away created some 
excitement ,but it was found that there 
was no need for alarm. The abutment 
has the appearnce of having been Blight 
Iy affected byi the high water, but it 
will not be determined how badly it is 
damaged until after the waters have 
subsided. The Williamstown manufac- 
turing company, whose mill was flood- 
ed one year'ago at a considerable loss, 
made early preparation for th'e coming 
of the water and all of the goods and 
material in the lower part of the mill 
. were removed to an upper floor before 
the water entered the basement. Dur- 
ing the early part of the afternoon 
Borne water entered the basement, but

Capped and Million* of Golloaa o< 
Oil Saved—Trcmendoa* Work of fix 
£Ie» Asainct Fearful Odd*. 
Everybody who reads the dally pa- 


-pws knows that a big hole was sunk 
In the ground near Beaumont, that a 
mighty stream of oil rushed forth and 
"that the Lueas gusher was created. 
Everybody kno-ns, says the St Louis 
Post-Dispatch, that after several days 
had elapsed the well was "capped," 
and the further waste of oil was pre- 
vented. But everybody does not know 
what a great feat of engineering skill, 
daring and endurance the process of 
"capping" was nor what an effort it 
took to control and bring into subjuga- 
tion that mighty belching of nature. 


On Jan. 9 the well had reached a 


depth of 1.1GO feet, and there were 
four metal tubes in the hole. The first 
casing, a pipe ten inches hi diameter, 
reached a part of the way. Inside of 
that there was an eight inch pipe ex- 
tending still farther down, and within 
that there was a six inch pipe reaching 
almost 1,000 feet down. All of these 
pipes extended above the surface of 
the ground. Below the end of the six 
inch pipe was a rock formation, 
through which the contractors had 
been drilling for several days. 
The [ 


drill was driven by a four inch pipe 
extending through the others. The 
four Inch pipe was merely used as a 
tool and was not intended for casing. 


On the evening of Jan. 9 the four 


Inch pipe was drawn out in order that 
a new drill might be substituted for 
the one which had become worn. The 
pipe was left out overnight. • The next 
day a new bit was affixed to It and 
the men began lowering it It had 
got down about 700 feet when the 
oil gushed out of the rock, forcing 
the four inch pipe out, hurling It 300 
feet aloft carrying away the tackles, 
hydraulic pump connections, etc. The 
oil deposit was not drilled into. The 
commotion in the ^»wels of the earth 
broke through the rock 17 hours after 
the drill made its last turn, and the oil 
gushed forth and shot 
heavenward 


with terrific force, a belching, seeth- 
ing, ungoverned monster. 


To cap and curb and control this 


great pillar of force, the upward pres- 
sure of which it was afterward de- 
termined was 105 pounds to the square 
inch, the men had to work under the 
torrent of greasy, dirty oil as it de- 
scended to the earth. In order to do 
this they wore goggles to protect the 
eyes and gauze shields to protect the 
nose, all the apertures around them 
being closed with plaster. Speech and 
hearing were impossible, and the work 
was directed by a code of signals pre- 
viously agreed upon. 


A plan was devised for putting a 


•whole valve in place. A frame was 
constructed of railroad iron as a slide 
to carry the valve. Two bars were 
laid horizontally across the 
derrick 


frame, passing on either side of the 
stream of oil. Those bars were in- 
tended to support and hold the valve 
in place from the sides. Above these 
were two other bars, engaging the top 
of the valve arid intended to keep it 
from being thrown upward when it 
should coine in contact 
with the 


stream. Just beyond the stream bolts 
were fastened in the bars so as to stop 
the valve over the stream and at the 
proper place. The bars were securely 
anchored so as to withstand the strair. 
to be put upon them. Into this frame 
or side the valve was put 
A block 


and tackle was rigged up and con 
nected with the \ alve, and when every 
thing was in readiness a team o1 
horses was driven forward at a rapic7 
speed. The valve was of course opei 
at both ends so as to permit the streau 
to pass through It when it should com< 
directly over the pipe. 


But it was known that a tremendou-' 


pressure would be exerted upon tin- 
half of the valve passing through tin 
stream before the valve would read, 
its place and surround the flow. A:- 


i the horses moved forward and

tlicre were a fearful strain, a tiitin, 
movement and a terrific spattering t 
oil. 
It was an anxious and critic- 


moment for tlie men who were try!'. 
to harness this force of nature, but tl> 
crisis was safely passed.* The valv. 
reached tli<- stop bolts and settled in; 
place directly over the end of the pip1 
and perfectly inclosis'ic; the stre.in 
The oil again flowed unimpeded towan 
the sky, but with the circle of iro: 
around it. 


One step in the closing of the wel1 


hr.d been safely accomplished, but the 
valve hur.g in its frame 
12 inches 


above the top of the pipe. 
Anchor? 


were made, and the valve was pulled 
do%vn to the top of the eight inch pipe 
and screwed on. 
Fortunately there 


were good threads on this pipe. Ihe 
six inch pipe was what is known as a 
blind pipe and waa not threaded. 


It next became necessary to put 


down anchors sufficiently strong to 
hold the pipe in place after the closing 
of the valve should bring the full pres- 
sure of the stream against it. As the 
oil was still rushing upward through 
the orifice ut the top of the valve and 
falling on the ground around the well, 
the men could not work at digging the 
necessary holes, and furthermore the 
saturation of the ground made it soft 
It therefore Iweara* necessary to divert 
the stream. An orifice on the side of 
the valve was opened. Then the oriflc* 
at the ton was gradually rloNml. iinrl 
the stream snot out nonzomaiir some 
300 feet. 
Then the holes were dug. 


the anchors put In and screwed down 
upon the top of the,valve. 


The oil, was returned to tW^upward 


flow in order that a T might be reach- 
ed at the side of the valve. 
When 


this 'had been accomplished, the side 
o:\2cc 
v.-Tia again opened asd the 


stream turned in a horizontal position. 


Now the moment had arrived to shut 


on the stream altogether, and every 
pound of pressure exerted by the hid-

been delayed several days to secure 
material. 


After the well had been closed Mr. 


Lucas built a large iroa casing around 
the pipe above the earth and filled it 
with sand to protect the well from fire. 
Last week the valve was uncovered 
and opened a little. Mr. Lucas says 
the pressure continues the same, and' 
they now have the oil confined in nat- 
ural reservoirs, from which they can 
draw .1 -;1' <•>" i million srallons at will.

ADVERTISING TALK NQ.8 


Advertising Talk No. 7, published 


last Saturday, dwelt upon the question 
of using cuts, catchy headlines, and the 
manner of writing advertisments. We 
maintained that while cuts and catchy 
headlines were at times advisable, yet 
tneir use should always be governed 
by circumstances. 


As an example. If a. merchant con- 


tracts Tor a three-inch double column 
and used the cuts sent out by syndi- 
cates at least one-half of their space 
would be used by the cuts, leaving lit- 
tle room for advertising, and absolutely 
none for a chatty, conversational ad- 
vertisement whteh are always so read- 
able and successful. This is a tiue 
statement of facts, and several have 
proven the impracticability of it the 
past week. Then again, as we have 
said in previous talks, no one can write 
your ads. equal to yourself, or some one 
right on the spot, acquainted with your 
business, with the condition of 
the 


times, and of the people you have to 
deal with. You would not think of so- 
liciting the aid of a stranger in a dis- 
tant city to run your business from his 
home miles away\ yet how often are 
you tempted to get them to write your 
ads., which are certainly a part of your 
business. 


Catchy headlines often attract atten- 


tion, it is true, yet have you not often 
read advertising the headlines of which 
were entirely irrelevant to the ad. You 
say you want something to catch the 
eye. 
That is true. But if you write 


your ads. with headlines telling of the 
goods and the bargains you are offer- 
ing, you will catch the eye equally as 
quick, and hold the attention of the 
readers with results which are much 
more satisfactory. 


Glance at the advertising columns of 


the New York Sunday papers for a 
proof of the truth of these statements. 
Note the big- advertisers and the war 
they use their space. Thy do not waste 
space an fancy worded and artistic (?) 
cuts, catchy headlines, etc. They keep 
their name prominent, so that you can 
see it at a glance as you open the page. 
Take as examples, Simpson, Crawford 
& Simpsor, Adams Dry Goods Co., Sei- 
sel Cooper Co., Bloomingdale and oth- 
ers. They are all busy stores. They 
are looking for trade, spending thous- 
ands of dollars in getting it, and they 
get it, too. They announce, as you will 
see, the name and location, then with- 
out wasting time or space go right to 
the point and tell you what they have 
to sell, what are bargains, describe 
some of them, and tell the prices. Some- 
times they1 will illustrate with cuts, 
but when they do you. will find that 
they use cuts showinjr how their sroods 
lock, as in tailoT-made suits, late mil- 
linery, furniture, and the like. 
But 


never with meaningless, idle cuts, that 
would use up their space without 
bringing results. 
Maybe you 
have 


never noticed these things, but next 
Sunday you take your New York pa- 
pers and see haw true are these state- 
ments. Certain it is, that there could 
be no better examples of goo<i adver- 
tising Than these big, busy sucessful 
firms, who pay big money not only for 
the space they occupy, but also for the 
services of the men to study out the 
ways of good advertising, and then 
put the same in ivrint. 


"Oh, yes," I hear some one say, "but 


that's in New York city. It 
would 


never do hf-re cr in my business." 
Wily not? They advertise to a buy- 
ing public the same as you do. People 
trade there same as they do in this city 
look for bargains, and seeing them ad- 
vertised, call and inspect them, and 
if they are worthy, buy and pay their 
money. 


It pays these big firms big. It would 


pay you in proportion to the amount 
of money; you invest. 


Give advertising but half the thought 


you do some trifling thing

NOT ALL REFOhTERS APE BAD 


Robert L. Fosburg Explains His Opin- 


ion of the Profession 


In an interview printed in the New 


York Herald Monday, Robert L. Fos- 
burg v.-as quoted as adversely reflect- 
ing upon the manner in which he had 
been misquoted by some newspapers. 
Mr. Fcsburg says he does not want to 
be understood, however, as makins a 
general criticism of the newspaper men 
with whom he has come in contact. 


"On the contrary," he said, in con- 


versation with a New York Herald re- 
porter Tuesday. "I should say that fully 
95 per cent of the newspaper men with 
whom I have had dealings have treat- 
ed me with the kindliest consideration, 
and, "in quoting me ,have taken great 
pains to quote me correctly. Moreover,

confidence, or requested that certain 
things be not published, my 
wishes 


have been generally respected. 


"My' criticism applies to not more 


than 5 per cent of the reporters who 
have interviewed me. These have quot- 
ed me as saying things that never 
crossed my lips. Some have quoted me 
without even seeing me. I do not want 
a criticism directed against this small 
per centage of a profession to be ap- 
plied to a profession as a whole, nor 
to be put in the position of malignine 
newspaper men who have not only 
treated us with the greatest kindness 
but who have also rendered us the 
greatest assistance."
